GLENDORA, May 26.—The Con- 
solidated Pipe Line Company has 
practically completed laying an eight- 
inch steel pipe line that will permit 
a gravity uow of water to all of the 
foothill citrus fruit groves north of 
Glendora. It was laid from wells 
Nos. 7 and 8 on the Sch tract, 
now property of the Glendora Ir- 
rigating Company. The water will be 
forced to the holding reservoir by a 
big seventy-five-horse-power pump in- 
stalled last summer when it became 
necessary to provide more water for 
the foothill groves, which was done by 
extending an eight inch pipe line as 
far north as Paim Drive, something 
more than half of the present dis- 
tance. The fruit growers are in an 
optimistic mood regarding the out- 
look for an abundant supply of water 
for their ranches this season.
